Bald, round-{nced Dr, Cannon is 
co-uuthour of respectable — treatises 
on psychiatry and neurology, an ‘ac- 
tive staf! member of the London 
County Mental Hospital Service. A 
member in good standing of the Bri- 
fish Medical ‘Association, he was on 
its Executive Council in 1034-35. 

Nevertheless he. has delved so

THOUSANDS DEAD IN 
SPANISH TURMOIL 


- MOSTLY FROM 
MASSACRES 


‘ _-. Paris, Sept. 2. 
Well-informed.. quarters ¢s- 
timato that the seven weeks of 
civil war in Spain have resulted 
in the deaths of between 55,000 
and 65,000 men, women and 
children, of whom 40,000 were 
either: executed or. mas: 
and the remainder were killed 
in battle. Nearly 90,000 are be- 
lieved to have been wounded. 


It fs estimated that the casualtics 
in. the: current Irun_ hostilities ap- 


--| proach 900 dead and 2,000 wounded. 


The heaviest actual field fighting, 
thus far, has been on the Guadar- 
ramos front, where 2,000 are known 
to have been killed. 

‘As, for the losses to national 
economy, it Is sald they went.into at 
least 1,000,000 pesctas dally. 

The bloodiest single engagement of 
the war was General © Francisco 
Franco's capture of Badajoz, in which 
air bombardments, executions and 
street fighting resulted in between 
3,500 and 4,000 ‘casualtics, 

‘Attentlon’ is drawn to the fact that 
eleven rebel regiments which on July 
19 morched on Barcelona, have com- 
pletely disappeared from the war 
map. Either they have been killed, 
captured or dispersed, or they have 
deserted. It is sald that 5,000 civi- 
lians were ma: red in Bareclona 
on the day the tebels marched to 
storm the elty.—-Untted Press, 


ITALIANS IN ACTION 


Perpignan, Sept. 2. 
It-Js reported that a column of 
Italian. anti-Fascists, -exiles from 
their own country, commanded by ‘an 
Itallun colonel, have captured several 
villages. Ine Catalonia from the in- 
surgent forces and have severed the 


round between Alumdeur and Huesca. ' 


They surrounded an insurgent 
column near Vicicn, capturing 200 
Carlists. ‘It is reported that 200 
additional Carlist militiamen joined 
the anti-Fascists, providing the in- 
vaders with two tanks and two 
machine-guns of German manufac- 
ture.—United Preas.’
